That the published words of the Apache Pow Wow shall have for their 
ultimate purpose the promotion of the growth of its readers to the 
greatest possible heights in the ideals of democracy .

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Democracy For All! 

In Congress, a bill has been under con¬ 
sideration for some time now which pro¬ 
vides for Federal prosecution of persons who 
take part in lynchings. What this bill 
amounts to actually is speedy and certain 
conviction of those persons who feel that the 
laws and courts of our land cannot cope 
with a situation which has aroused their 
animalistic lust for revenge. We need not 
discourse on the stupidity of such an assump¬ 
tion, the quality of those persons who engage 
in lynchings clearly indicates that theirs is 
the logic of fools. Ours is a doctrine of demo¬ 
cratic-principles; we have endorsed a Con¬ 
stitution which provides for the equal pro¬ 
tection of all. This proposed legislation is 
an attempt to provide that protection to the 
Negro in the South which has been denied 
him because of the prejudices that invade 
even the sanctity of the state courts. 

In Washington, some of the representa¬ 
tives of the people of the South are fighting 
this bill tooth and nail—and upon what 
grounds do the gentlemen base their objec¬ 
tions? No doubt it is upon some ridiculous 
interpretation of States rights. 

Democracy is a mighty big thing. It de¬ 
mands bigness of its laws, of its leaders, and 
of its people. In this instance of equal pro¬ 
tection, the states have proven themselves to 
be too small for such a big task. 


Think Now Or Fight Later! 

A topic which is taking up considerable discus¬ 
sion time here and perhaps all over the world to¬ 
day is Russia and the spread of. Communism in 
Europe—and associated topics which are many, 
such as the Marshall Plan, atomic energy, com¬ 
pulsory military training and world Federation. All 
of this tends to make life a bit more complicated; 
the job of being a well-fashioned citizen is becom¬ 
ing more difficult by the hour. The entire plan for 
combatting the evils of Communism seems to be 
basically wrong from the beginning. The choice 
of terminology is ill advised, for example: “Cold 
War”? 

If we are to prove that Communism is not to be 
desired, we must offer a better substitute. Capital¬ 
ism and our system of democratic federalism have 
made our nation wealthy; such a combination can 
provide each of the nations of Europe with a sub¬ 
stantial economy and insure freedom to the people 
of those nations. The Marshall Plan, can accomplish 
this in part; however-, our: prbpag^nHa'find our ac¬ 
tions in other field# tend to create Considerable 
activity in the raised eyebrow department. We 
talk of a peace-time draft and; of increase^ ex¬ 
penditures for atomic research, ,and our! news 
stories continually condemn Russia. The bewild¬ 
ered nations of Europe might well think “here we 
go again.” 

And what of the people in America? We are 
afraid. Yet, there is no end to the conflict between 
labor and capital; there is no end to the bickering 
over states rights; there, is no end t6 racial preju¬ 
dices. Yes, these are the rights of freedom, but 
these are also tasty morsels for Communistic propa¬ 
ganda. Never before have people fought so hard 
for their freedom as have Americans, and never 
before has that freedom been so mistreated. If 
ever we were in need of a far-sighted citizenery, 
it is now!

Is the Russian flag orange, red, or crim¬ 
son? How far will a Communist go in order 
to force his belief, or creed, upon another? 
How shall we stop Russia’s aggressive ac¬ 
tions without war? Why will there be a war 
soon with Russia? How can Franca and Eng¬ 
land help the U. S. to stop the Russian on¬ 
slaught? These and many more vital ques¬ 
tions are of great concern to us today. No 
one has a definite solution to any of these 
problems. However, some of our students and 
faculty have thought seriously along such 
lines. 

It seems to be the opinion of all inter¬ 
viewed that there is no immediate danger of 
a war between the Reds and the United 
States. RALPH DYESS thinks that “Russia 
is in no position to make world aggression 
. . . we should put them on the defensive.” 
By the “defensive” Ralph means to counter 
their actions with some of our own, which 
are just a little stronger. DICK HUDSON 
goes a little further and says, “The only way 
to stop Communism is by war. Now is the 
time for war.” Dick doesn’t want to give 
Russia time to become stronger than she is 
already. 

The ladies that were quizzed either aren’t 
very interested in world affairs and-or are 
reluctant to express their opinions. One 
girl even said that she was too concerned 
about the presidential election in November 
to think much of Russia’s policy. 

JULIUS STAGNER has a sound attitude 
toward some of the present disturbance. He 
thinks that, “The only answer has to come 
with an educational and spiritual awakening 
among all the countries.” Stagner believes 
that the U. S. should combat Russia’s im¬ 
perialistic movement, but that the U. S. 
herself is in no immediate danger of a war 
with Russia, while some of the smaller coun¬ 
tries might be. 

The majority believe that Stalin and Hitler 
went to different military schools together 
and used the same set of blue prints in 
building their air castles. There is EDWIN 
PRESTON who thinks that the only thing 
Stalin learned was the Russian alphabet 
which contains only two letters—N and O.

Slave For Seven Hours Daily 


Note: This is the first of a 
series of articles concerning the 
various departments of the col¬ 
lege. 

The students who live in rooms 
207, 205, and 203 on the second 
floor of Tyler Junior College and 
who manage- to participate in the 
social functions of the college 
even though they have classes 
from 8 o’clock in the morning un¬ 
til 3:40 in the afternoon are work¬ 
ing for a certificate. These stu¬ 
dents are the would-be secretaries, 
clerks, and bookkeepers of the 
future. They are usually very 
busy; yet they are always willing 
to help when the occasion requires 
some material typed, a stencil cut, 
or some correspondence takes. 

It might be that everyone does 
not understand some of the fea¬ 
tures of the courses offered in the 
school of business of TJC. For 
this reason we would like to ex¬ 
plain the various certificates which 
students may receive upon com¬ 
pletion of their courses. There is 
a secretarial certificate, which 
means that the students can take 
dictation at the rate of 100 words 
a minute; can type at the rate of 
60 words a minute; has completed 
to the satisfaction of the instruc¬ 
tor courses in secretarial training, 
and business machines. There is 
a stenographic certificate, which 
is presented to the student who 
can take dictation at the rate of 
80 words a minute; can type at 
the rate of 60 words a minute; 
has met the requirements for the 
courses of business English, secre¬ 
tarial bookeeping or business 
mathematics, and stenographic 
training. The clerical certificate 
is granted to those students who 
receive all of the training for the 
stenographic course with the ex¬ 
ception of shorthand. The student 
who has specialized in bookkeep¬ 
ing may receive a bookkeeping 
certificate provided he has com¬ 
pleted, to the satisfaction of the 
instructor, the following courses: 
professional, partnership, and 
corporation bookkeeping, mathe¬ 
matics of business, business Eng¬ 
lish, and business machines. The 
cost to the student for each of 
these courses is $45 a semester, 
plus the expense of supplies for 
the year. 

The Dollars and Sense Club is 
an organization which is open to 
any students taking a business 
subject. It is primarily for the 
purpose* of fostering fellowship be¬ 
tween the students of the depart¬ 
ment and serves as a useful 
medium for relieving tension and 
boredom caused by daily routine 
work. 

Sometimes students in the 
academic department enroll for 
business machines, which includes 
the use of the full-keyboard add¬ 
ing, listing machine, the ten-key 
adding, listing machine, the comp¬ 
tometer, and the calculator. This 
course also includes the opera¬ 
tion of the dictaphone, the ditto 
duplicating machine, and the 
mimeograph machine. Intensive 
courses in the use of the calcula¬ 
tor and the comptometer are also 
available for a student who does 
•not wish to take the entire busi¬ 
ness course. 

The student activity ticket, 
which each student possesses, is 
used very frequently by students 
in the business department. Look 
around at the next basketball or 
football game and you will recog¬ 
nize a large number of students 


whom you have seen slaving in j 
room 207. 

Instructors in the school of 
business hold degrees in business 
administration and have had ac¬ 
tual experience in offices. Classes 
are not taught by students, but by 
instructors who are well-trained 
and who are vitally interested in 
the progress made by the students^ 
in the department. 

If you have seen a plan of the 
new Junior College building, you 
will notice that an entire wing is 
devoted to the school of business. 
This sounds like a dream come 
true to the students this year, 
who are working under crowded 
and far-from-ideal conditions. 

Any student finishing all courses 
and requirements except secre¬ 
tarial training is permitted to get 
a job. The employer sends a re¬ 
port on the student concerning the 
student’s progress; consequently, 
the student gets first-hand secre¬ 
tarial training. He is also givenNa 
certificate at the end of the term. 

At the end of the term, special 
graduating exercises will be held 
for those who have completed their 
secretarial training and com¬ 
mercial courses. The guest speak¬ 
er will be some prominent Tyler 
businessman. No date has been 
specified but the ceremony will 
be at night, enabling the parents 
and friends to attend.
